Cannibalism is 
Still Practised 


Graphic Story of Life in the New 
Hebrides by Or. Almond, the 
Missionary.

To Presbyterians who ere familiar 
with the pages of the Record and 
others of their church papers, it was 
a pleasure to greet the familiar face 
ot Dr. aJmes Annand, the veteran 
missionary to the ew Hebrides in 
First Presbyterian church lest night 
and in Queen’s Avenue Church yes- 
terday morning. 

It is thirty-four years ago since Dr. 
Annand left Halifax to undertake his 
arduous and perilous work among 
the cannibal people of the New He- 
brides group. The first Canadian 
missionary to these islands was John 
Geddie in 1646. 

Dr. Annand gave a very realistic 
story of the missionary’s work among 

a race, the lowest known in the scale 
of humanity. He pointed out many 
of the difficulties that stood in the 
way of missionary enterprise. The 
chief obstacle was the variety of dia- 
lecta—one for every island—which 
had to be learned from sound as there 
the word of Scripture is translated in- 
% different dialects of the New 
Hebrides natives. 

Again, the people were under the 
domination of the sacred men, who 
were believed by the people to have 
power to inflict diseases and plagues. 
These men always carried their pro- 
phecies into effect by means of secret 
poisons. 

Dr. Annand related the most grue- 
some stories of infanticide and the 
brutal treatment of women. 

Incredible as it may seem cannibal- 
ism is practised to this day in the 
remote portions of some of the islands. 
Dr. Annand made the statement that 
during the last nineteen years a hu- 
man feast'a month had been cele- 
brated with all the tragical rites of 
heathenism. 

Civilization had done nothing for 
these savages. It ts the eustom for 
the young men to go to Queensland, 
Australia, to work upon the planta- 
tions. .They return with all the

When the crop is about six inches 
high it will be found of great advant- 
age to harrow it as this will destroy 
any weeds which may have sprouted, 
and help to encourage the growth of 
the crop. 

If there ia still a quantity of weeds 
in the crop when it approaches ma- 
turity, it may be cut as green feed 
before the weeds are ripe. Usually, 
however, it will be found that the 
growth of barley will choke and kill 
any weeds which may come up aft 
erwards. 

Where fall wheat is grown this 
method of disking and harrowing at 
frequent intervals during the sum- 
mer should be continued till it is time 
to plow for the fall wheat. 

Note—It is particularly important 
to disk and harrow as soon as pos- 
sible in the spring and also to harrow 
the growing grain when it is siz

Calgary, March, 24—The miners 
and operators jheld two full gessions 
on Saturday, discussed many mat- 
ters pertaining to the various mines 
with which the new agreement will 
be made, but nothing definite was 
done. On Saturday night a dinner 
was held at the Alberta, all delegates 
to the convention being present. 
Speeches were made which clearly 
proved that the present conditions are 
far from being strained. A noticeable 
feature of this banquet, and the the- 
atre party which was held the pre 
vious evening, was the absence of 
District President Sherman, of the 
miners’ organization. 

All day on Sunday the special com+ 
mittee appointed from the scale com- 
mittee, consisting of four. delegates 
from each party, went over thé geén- 
eral agreement, clause by clause. The 
result of the deliberations will be 
made known to the convention, when 
it meets in scale committee this after- 
noon.

Phillips, 
president of the defunct York County 
Loan and Savings Co., was sentenced 
on Saturday by Judge Winchester to 
five years in the Kingston peniten- 
tiary on a charge, to which he plead- 
ed guilty, of making false returns to 
the government. The indictments of 
conspiracy and theft were withdrawn. 

In delivering his charge the judge 
remarked at some length on the seri- 
ousness of the offence committed by 
Phillips in using money belonging to 
the loan company to pay or help the 
pay agents who were canvassing for 
subsidiary companies, on the losses 
which 122,000 persons in Canada, 
most of whom were comparatively 
poor, would have to bear, through the 
manipulations of a man who was en- 
trusted with their savings, and in the 
fact that restitution had not been 
made by Phillips until he was oblig- 
ed to make it. 

The former president of a company 
which had shareholders in nearly 
every part of the Dominion showed 
no visible sadness or depression when 
sentence was pronounced. He drop- 
ped his head lightly and closed his 
eyes for a moment,

EXTENSION oF FRANOMISE. 
NORTHWEST GAS AND OIL 
COMPARY. 


— 
Editor, The Bulletin. 

Sir,—I respectfully request space 
in your paper for a few remarks in 
connection with the above. 

Taking for granted that the citizens 
of Edmonton have been and are al- 
most unanimously in favor of muni- 
cipal ownership of all its franchises, 
a few sidelights on the granting of 
the franchise to the North West Gas 
and Oil Ca, should be permissible. 
At the time this franchise was grant- 
ed the town was comtemplating, and 
had under way, extensive improve- 
ments in ita electric lighting plant, 
and the people were in favor of the 
necessary expenditure as a municipal 
undertaking. But @ rather extraordi- 
nary state of affairs shows up. The 
mayor and council of that year, rep- 
resenting a people in favor of muni- 
cipal onwership, give to a corpore 
tion an exclusive franchise (provided 
it succeeds in obtaining natural gas) 
whereby they bind the town to the 
probability of excessive charges and 
the exclusion of competition from 
other corporations or from the town 
itself. 

The company, it appears, was not 
successful in its search for gas. It 
came before the 1906 council and re- 
quested financial assistance. The 
council promised to consider the re- 
quest, providing the company would 
relinquish some of the monopolist 
clauses in its franchise. Thie it re- 
used to do, proceeding with its work 
without the assistance asked for. 
Still unsuccessful, 1t now wants to 
hold up the city for an extended pe- 
riod of time; for what purpose we 
do not know. But as the Company 
has ceased operation, it will naturally 
be inferred that it wishes this time 
extension in order to enable it to sell 
out the franchise to some other cor- 
poration or individual. 

Another peculiar feature about this 
deal is that at the time this franchise 
was granted, the mayor, some mem- 
bers of the council, the town solicitor, 
and the secretary-treasurer, together 
with one or two ex-mayors, and other 
citizens who are presuined to have @ 
pull, are reported as being stockhold- 
ers in this gas and oil company. 

The opinion is pretty general that 
some of our prominent citizens have 
shown just as much disposition to 
hold up the city as could any pose 
sible outsider, and the contention 
that this company is entitled to e@ 
preference because they are local 
men, should have no weight. 

Our citizens generally will have to 
bear the burden caused by the mono 
polistic clauses in this franchise, and 
now is the opportune time to get rid 


of this menace by refusing the ex-| ¢, 


tension asked for, 

If in the opinion of the council it 
is necessary to give a franchise to 
any company or individual in order | OCCU) 
to serve our citizens with such a con- 
venience as gas for domestic use and 
power purposes, it is to be sincerely 
hoped that the council will give no 
exclusive franchise, and will see that 
the interests of the citizens are safe 
guarded in every particular.

They did, however, authorise the 
Indian Agent to treat with the com- 
pany for the sale of the Indians’ 
rights in the land. This the agent 
did and secured for the Indians in 
satisfaction of their claim a price of 
$7.68 per acre for the land. 

In order to enable the Indians to 
secure as good prices as possible from 
the company, the Dominion Govern- 
ment asked the British Columbia 
Government to waive the reversion- 
ary interests of that province in the 
land. This interest consists in the 
fact that the Indians in British Col- 
umbia are considered and dealt with 
differently than elsewhere in Canada. 
In the Northwest the Indians are 
Gonsidered the original proprietors of 
the soil, are settled with on that 
basis, and a sale by them gives a 
clear title of possession to the land in 
their reserves. In British Columbia 
the Indians are not considered as 
having any proprietary right, but are 
given the privilege of exclusive pos- 
session of certain areas, with the pro- 
vision that in the event of a tribe de- 
creasing in numbers the land thus 
not required shall revert to the pro- 
vince. 

This reversionary right the British 
Columbia Government declined to 
waive, and in consequence the In- 
dians could sell to the company only 
their right of possession to the land 
in question, which they did for a 
sum amounting to $7.50 per acre. To 
make clear that the Dominion 
Government had not undertaken to 
dispose of any interest the province of 
British Columbia might have in the 
land, an agreement was secured from 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
Company expressly stipulating that 
the Dominion could not be held liable 
for any right the province of British 
Columbia might claim. Such claim 
Premier McBride and his colleagues 
}are now to contest in the courts for 
the purpose of preventing the Grand 
Trunk: Pacific from immediately oc- 
‘cupying the land and proceeding with 
the establishment of their terminal 
facilities there. 

The legal questions of whether or 
not the reversionary interest of Bri- 
tish Columbia has any existence at 
the present time, and if so, what is 
the character and extent of that in- 
terest—are matters for the couft to de- 
termine. But the public both of Bri- 
tish Columbia and of the Dominion at 
large have a very material and legiti- 
mate concern in the inevitable conse- 
quences of the delay in the completion 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific which 
must result from a prolonged legal 
battle over the Pacific terminals. 
That the battle will be prolonged, 
that it will be carried from court to 
court until the final authority has 
been invoked, is the necessary as- 
sumption from the enormous interests 
involved and from the resources of 
the litigants.

Will the company prejudice its case 
in the courts by intimating that it 
will build to the Pacific terminals, re- 
eardless of the penalty which may be 
imposed upon it for so doing? If the 
terminus of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
for the first three years of its opera- 
tion is Edmonten and not Port Simp- 
son the people of British Columbia 
have only to thank the government 
whom they have permitted the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway to inflict upon 
them, 

What does this blockading of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific mean to the 
province of British Columbia? That 
province is one thousand miles long 
and six hundred miles wide. This 
enormous area is traversed by a 
single line of railway from east to 
west, and at present there is no im- 
mediate prospect of another east and 
west line, save that of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. The route of this 
road traverses a region the equal in 
mineral and timber resources of that 
which is traversed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and far surpassing 
that region in the extent of agricul- 
tural land. Is it a matter of no mo- 
ment to British Columbia that the 
marvellous development and _pros- 
perity of the southern portion of the 
province be duplicated by the open- 
ing up of the central portion of that 
Province? Have the merchants in 
the cities of Victoria and Vancouver 
pething to hope for from the rush of 
settlers into an enormous fertile area 
lying near the coast and within com- 
paratively easy reach of water trans- 
Poitation?
